Effect of Dreyer’s Trouble. 

The capture of the aged President was 
more easy from the fact that the panic of 
three years ago had left the firm of E. 8. 
Dreyer & Co. in serious financial straits. 
The speculations of the partner, Koch, had 
eaten out the life of the firm. Koch was 
driven out, and is now running a smal) 
electrical establishment on the North Side. 

Dreyer and Berger attempted to live it 
through. Help from the National Bank Of 
Illinois was extended to them, at first in 
a safe way, but the call for ald never ceased. 
It was always the story of ‘a little more 
and the firm would be all right.” Dreyer’s 
political position and the many interests 
wrapped up with him as bondsmen rendered 
it necessary to keep him afloat if it were 
possible to do so. 

Bank Act Disregarded. 

Thus the limit of safe indebtedness was 
passed. The strict wording of the national 
bank act, that not more than 10 per cent of 
a bank’s capital shall be loaned to any one 
customer, was disregarded. But the direct- 
ors must not know this, and the accounts 


were accordingly changed to cover up the 


transaction. 

The directors say President Schneider 
** lied ’’ to them about these accounts. 

“ That is a strong word,” said one director 
yesterday, *‘ but I know of no other to ex- 
press the meaning I want to convey.” 

The. story of the other loans to the sons- 
in-law has not yet been told. The directors 
would like to know, and information tend- 
ing to the discovery of the truth will be lib- 
crally paid for by them. 

“It must have been due to the laudabie 
spirit to have nobody missed when the good 
things were going around,”’ one said yester- 
day. 

4 Schneider Says No Word. 

When the venerable President was bound 
up securely by these loans Faust was not 
more securely purchased. Hammond made 
such reports as he liked in regard to Calu- 
met Electric, and the aged figure at the head 
of the board uttered no word. He saw the 
men with whom he had been associated in 
the bank for a good part of a lifetime hood- 
winked and betrayed to their ruin, and he 
made no sign. ; 

Yet in the tempest of rage which greeted 
the discovery of the bank’s true condition, 
and which has increased day by day since the 
discovery came, only sympathy is expressed 
toward Mr: Schneider. It is upon Hammond 
that all blame is laid. Of a nature which 
attracted few close friends, not an associate 
was found yesterday who was disposed 
either to defend or excuse the lattér. 


Lanches at Union League. 

Hammond is now a wealthy man, his inter- 
ests being extended and profitable. He had 
no spare funds to deposit with the bank, and 
as a depositor will not lose over a dollar, as 
he trimmed his account to meet the storm. 
He appeared at luncheon at the Union 
League yesterday as usual. There was gen- 
eral astonishment thereat, but he showed no 
signs of feeling that his position in the busi- 
ness world had been changed by the stirring 
events of the week. 

Ex-Controller of the Currency Lacey said 
yesterday that during his term of office the 
National Bank of Illinois gave him no 
trouble, and was managed in a careful, con- 
scientious way. 


Penalty for Falsification. 


‘Is the falsification of accounts an indict- 
able offense under the national banking 
law?’’ he was asked. 

* There is the law and there is the section,”’ 
he replied, producing a copy of the national 
banking act. 

The paragraph provided heavy penalties 
for altering reports so as to defraud. 

“That answers your question,’’ he added. 

Some of the directors yesterday got as far 
as to say that Hammond ought to be ar- 
rested. 

Today they may go a step further. 

There is an impression in legal circles that 
the officials of the National Bank of Illinois 
will have to answer for their conduct to the 
United States Government. 

District-Attorney Black Reticent. 

District-Attorney Black went to Danville, 
his old home, yesterday afternoon and will 
not return until some time tomorrow. Be- 
fore leaving he refused to give out any in- 
formation whatever as to his probable future 
course. It will probably be left to Bank 
Examiner McKeon to take the initiatory 
step in this regard, if this should seem ad- 
visable, when he has completed his present 
task of investigating the bank’s accounts. 

©. P. Pagin, Gen. Black’s assistant, said 
yesterday in the absence of his chief: 

‘““ While it is possible for any one having 
the proper information to make a complaint, 
Mr. McKeon, as an official of the govern- 
ment, is in a position to supply the best 
information. « Upon him Gen. Black will 
doubtless have to rely.” 

Hammond’s Evanston Home. 


W. A. Hammond has an elegant home in 
Greenwood boulevard, Evanston, erected 
five years ago. It is of pressed brick, and 
its estimated value is $30,000. It stands on 
property bought several years ago for cash 
from R. D. Sheppard, the business agent 
of Northwestern University. The amount 
paid, $200 a front foot, was the highest price 
Evanston residence real estate has brought 
for a mumber of years. The total value of 
the real estate and residence is probably 
$50,000. The home is exquisitely furnished) 
and only last week these furnishings were 
added to to the extent of $3,000. 

Mr. Hammond is a member of all the fash- 
jonable clubs of Evanston, but is most fre- 
quently seon at the Evanston club, where 
he plays whist. A member of the club said 
yesterday that he did not wonder that any 
man who could not play whist any better 
than Hammond should run banks into the 
ground. 

Although his father was for a long time 
one of the best-known Congregational cler- 
gymen in this section, W. A. Hammond is a 
communicant at St. Mark’s Episcopa) Church 
in the fashionable northern suburb. 


Mrs. Hammond Is Popular. 


Mrs. Hammond is much more active in 
social circles.than is her husband, and is 
extremely popular, frequently being on the’ 


‘committees having charge of the social] func- 


tions at the Evanston club and at the Evans- 
ton Country club. She has taken part in the 
ladies’ whist tournament at the former club, 
and, if reports be true, has made much better 
scores at the game than has her husband. 
There are four children in the Hammond 
family, the o'dest being about 11 years of age.

at 8 o'clock before Justice W. T. Hall by 
Frank BE. Kennedy of the firm of Dick & 
Kennedy, No. 121 Dearborn street. The ar- 
rests will probably be made this morning. 

The firm of Dick & Kennedy kept its ac- 
count at Dreyer’s bank. At noon Saturday 
Mr. Kennedy made up his daily deposit and 
took it to the bank. Currency and checks 
aggregated $154.15. 

Deposited After Bank Closed. 

The bank doors were closed, but on Mr. 
Kennedy showing his book the doorkeeper 
permitted him to enter anda receiving teller 
accepted the deposit. 

Mr. Kennedy’s action in swearing out the 
warrants was largely induced by treatment 
he received at the bank a few minutes before 
his trip to Justice Hall's. He visited the 
bank to make a courteous inquiry, and was 
told that if he did not leave the place imme- 
diately and voluntarily he would be forced 
to do so under the escort of a policeman. 

“Treatment of this kind,” said Mr. Ken- 
nedy last night, “‘ made me indignant and I 
made up my mind that after I had lost my 
money I was at least entitled to civil treat- 
ment. 

“My action is entirely without consulta- 
tion with any of the other depositors, al- 
though since swearing out the warrants I 
have heard a number are waiting to have like 
warrants served.”’ 

Rerger Expected Warrants. 

“Tf an officer comes around here with a 
warrant I’ll sick the dog on him,” said Rob- 
ert Berger last night, when told that a war- 
rant was out for his arrest. “ I’ve been ex- 
pecting that some warrants would be sworn 
out for me because everybody is excited, but 
they’ll have some trouble getting into the 
house, I think. 

“ We've got plenty of good collateral and I 
believe we will have $100,000 left after all 
our obligations have been paid. I don’t see 
what charge they can bring against me. 
Embezzlement sounds pretty big.’ 

E. S. Dreyer, the senior member of the de- 
funct firm, was away from home all the even- 
ing. A big policeman in uniform stood 
guard at the front gate of the residence, No. 
“004 Diversey boulevard. Members of the 
family said Mr. Dreyer was presumably 
with his lawyers, but that he was expected 
to return about midnight. They had heard 
nothing of the warrant. * 

Law in the Case. 

The section of the Illinois statutes under 
which the warrant was sworn out is as fol- 
lows: : 

“ Be it enacted by the people of the State 
of Illinois, represented in the General Assem- 
bly, That if any banker or broker or person 
or persons doing a banking business, or any 
officer of any banking company or incorpo- 
rated bank, doing business in this State, shail 
receive from any person or persons, firm, 
company, or corporation, or from any agent 
thereof, not indebted to the said banker, 
broker, banking company, or incorporated 
bank, any money, check, draft, bill of ex- 
change, stocks, bonds, or other valuable 
thing which is transferable by delivery, 
when at the time of receiving such deposit 
said banker, broker, banking company, 
gr incorporated bank is _ insolvent, 
whereby the deposit so made shall 
be lost to the depositor said banker, broker, 
or officer so receiving such deposit shall be 
deemed guilty of embezzlement, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined in a sum 


double the amount of the sum so embezzled 


and fraudulently taken, and in addition 
thereto may be imprisoned in the State Peni- 
tentiary not less than one or more than three 
years. The failure, suspension, or involun- 
tary liquidation of the banker, broker, bank- 
ing company, or incorporated bank, within 
thirty days after the time of receiving such 
Geposit shall be prima facie evidence of an 
intent to defraud on the part of such banker, 
broker, or ofticer of such banking company 
or incorporated bank.’

SOME FAMOUS CHRISTMAS PIES. 


Gastronomic Monsters Which Have 
Won Firm Places in the History 
of English Yuletide Doings. 


Any philosopher that wants the job may 
figure it out why human beings bent on cele- 
brating a religious holiday begin and end by 
overeating and overdrinking. Such is the 
immemorial custom of Christian peoples. It 
is said that we eat and drink less than our 
forefathers. If so, it is probably because 
our digestion has fallen off from the ancient 
Standard of vigor. 

The English, who are the greatest feeders 
on earth, excepting, possibly, the Russians, 
preserve some tales of mighty prowess in 
the gastronomic line. Many of them relate 
to Christmas dinners. One historian has 
afforded a list of the “ handsome things ” 
which a century or so ago a careful house- 
wife thought it necessary to provide 
“against Christmas to come.” The jist in- 
cludes: 

“ Brawn pudding and souse, and mustard 
withal, beef, mutton, and pork, shred pies 
of the best, of pig, veal, goose. and capon 
and turkey well drest; cheese, apples, and 
nuts, jolly carols to hear, and this,’’ con- 
cludes the rthymester, “in the country is 
counted good cheer.”’ 

History has record of the champion of 
Darnalé, who treated his workmen to a pud- 
ding measuring five feet in circumference 
and composed of twenty-four pounds of flour, 
sixteen pounds of raisins and currants, and 
forty eggs. This was a mere pigmy tothe 
Titanic plum pudding drawn through the 
streets of Exeter to Paignton Fair, there to 
be sliced up and distributed tothe poor. It 
contained 400 pounds of flour, nearly haif 
as much beef suet, a hundred and forty 
pounds of raisins and currants, and 240 
eggs. It was boiled four days in a brewer’s 
copper. 

The king of Christmas puddings, however, 
was that contrived no doubt by way of “‘ bold 
advertisement’ by one Austin, a tooth 
powder qu.ck, early in the last century. It 
weighed 900 pounds, took fourteen days to 
boil, and then, being canried in procession, 
with banners, streamers, and bands playing 
“What lumps of pudding my mother gave 
me,” to St. George field, there to be served 
out to all comers, was waylaid by the mob in 
transit, seized, smashed, and devoured. 

A hundred years ago Sir Henry Gray’s 
housekeeper at Howick, Mise Dorothy Pat- 
terson, made and sent to London, for her 
master’s Christmas dinner, a pie twelve feet 
round, 150 pounds in weight, and containing 
a whole barn yard and preserve of geese, 
turkeys, rabbits, wild ducks, woodcocks, 
snipe, partridges, pigeons, not to name such 
outsiders as blackbirds and curlews.

Old German Who Killed One of His 
Tormentors in 18809 Is Given 
His Liberty.

Gov. Altgeld yesterday pardoned Charles 
Richter. from the State Prison at Joliet, where 
he was serving. a seventeen-year sentence 
from Cook County for a murder committed 
in 1889. In granting the pardon the Governor 
Says: 

‘Charles Richter was at work at the 
Stock-Yards and was made the butt of a 
great deal of practical joking by his fellow- 
employés. He was am old German and spoke 
English but haltingly. On the occasion when 
the crime occurred they. grossly insulted and 
humiliated him. Having in his hand the 
knife used in his occupation, he made a 
thrust at one of the leaders and the blow 
ended fatally. 

‘“A large number of prominent citizens of 
Chicago who knew the old man now petition 
for his pardon, urging that the old German 
merely defended himself. The Judge who 
tried thé case and the State’s-Attorney who 
prosecuted both recommend a pardon, and it 
is so ordered.”’ 


AMERICANS AT ANCIENT JERUSALEM,

Chicago Delegation Joins the Noted 
Colony of *“* Overcomers.”’ 
Washineton, D. C., Dec. 22.—There are a 
queer lot of American colonists in ancient 
Jerusalem, according to United States Con- 
sul Wallace. In a report to the State De- 
partment he says that of the 530 United 
States citizens residing in Palestine 438 are 
Jews who are only nominally Americans, 
having stopped in the United States only 
long enough to bécome citizens. Of the 
ether ninety-two nearly all have come to 
Jerusalem because of some peculiar religious 
belief. The one idea which seems to possess 
them all is that-there will be a second ad- 
vent of our Lord and that this will take 
place in Jerusalem. Some of them during 
their period of waiting are suffering for the 
necessaries of life, but are content to endure 
privation in the- hope of witnessing his com- 
ing. The Spoffordite colony, or * Overcom- 
ers,” as they call themselves, have been re- 
cently increased by the addition of 117 Swed- 
ish-Americans, mostly from Chicago. The 
leader. Mrs. Spofford, claims to be under 
the direct protection of the Almighty and 
te possess prophetic powers. They are a 

peaceable and law-abiding community.

State’ and City Are Depositors. 


Both Messrs. Dawson and Miller thought 
the State of Minnesota was about the heavi- 
est depositor. The former admitted that the 
State had intended to make a draft on the 
bank next Monday for $25,000, but this cir- 
cumstance in itself signifies little in connec- 
tion with the suspension. The City of Bt. 
Paul is another depositor of some impor- 
tance, having about $25,000 in the bank. 
It is said the Globe, the Metropolitan Opera- 
House company, and Norman Kittson have 
large sums in the bank, and that the Chi- 
cago Great Western and St. Paul railways 
were depositors, but not for large amoypnts. 

Nearly all the cash owned by Kittson, who 
is a son of the late Commodore Kittson, the 
multi-millfonaire, was in the Dank, but he 
does not seem in the least nervous, believing, 
in common with the depositors generally, 
that he will lose little or nothing in the end. 
There can-be ‘discovered no distinct cause 
for the suspension. either in the manage- 
ment or speculation. 

The suspension, which it Is learned Was 
decided upon last night, appears to have 
been’ more of a precautionary measure than 
anything else, as the bank could if it dis- 
posed have gone on for weeks and perhaps 
months longer. The directors, however, 
had too keen a’sense of responsibility to 
their numerous depositors to take any risks, 
so the suspension was decided upon as a 
matter of mutual safety. Several times re- 
cently the Clearing-House has come to the 
relief of the Bank of Minnesota. 


Stockholders Are Wealthy. 


Ex-Gov. William R. Merriam, President 
of the Merchants’ National Bank, said; 

“There are many stockholders and men 
of large .means. connected with the bank, 
and depositors will unquestionably he paid 
in time, William Dawson has a greai deal 
of real estate, much of it being unincum- 
+ bered,, and is said to be aorth-$2,000,000, 
There were no runs on the bank, heavy with- 
drawals being gradual.’’ 

It has been known in inside banking circles 
for several days. that this bank was having 
some difficulty in realizing on its assets, but 
no report of the kind leaked out to any éx- 
tent among business-men or others. The 
bank was supposed to be one of the strong- 
est as well as largest in the West, and the 
general impression seems to be that it had 
an unlimited amount of ready money as 
usual. The. bank’s correspondent in Chica- 
go is the Northwestern National and in New 
York the Mechanics’ National. Officials say 
they have little on deposit at those banks. 
President Dawson, who is one of the oldest : 
bankers of the Northwest and ane of the 
most prominent and public-spirited citizens 
of St. Paul, is said to have stated privately 
that he would spare nothing to see that the 
depositors got every cent due them. 

Has $140,000 of State Funds, 

The amount of State funds in the sus- 
pended bank is about $140,000, but State 
Treasurer Korner Has no fear that the State 
will be a loserintheend. It was known that 
the Bank of Minnesota had unlimited credit, 
ranked high among the banking institutions 
in the country, and had as much credit as 
any other bank in the United States with the 
same amount of capital. 

The Union Stock-Yards, South St. Paul, 
was owned by the Bank of Minnesota, and 
of course followed it in closing. It has 
ample funds and will promptly settle with fts 
creditors. 

Smith Confirmed as Postmaster. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—Robert A. 
Smith, who was largely interested in the 
Bank of Minnesota, which failed today, was 
nominate? by President Cleveland to be 
Postmaster of St. Paul, and yesterday after- 
noon, just before adjournment, the Senate 
confirmed the nomination.

SPANISH DEFEATED AT NOVELETA. 


Three Attacks by 14,000 Men Fail to 
Dislodge the Philippine Rebels. 
Say Francisco, Cal., Dec. 22.—Private ad- 
vices from Manilla, Philippine Islands, 
reached here today and are verified by an 
accoumt that appears in the Hongkong 
press, received per Belgic this morning. 
The news contained in the communication 
deals with the attack by the Spamish on the 
Noveleta Isthmus and the attempt of the 
Spanish to dislodge the insurgents in Cavite 

and Vijo. 

It is learned that the great victory that 
the Castilians announced was reaily an ig- 
nominious defeat. The rebels held Noveleta 
against warships. ani troops. The Span- 
iards retired after suffering heavy !oss. The 
Spanish forces under Gen. Rios were di- 
vided into two brigades of 7,000 men each, 
supported by the Spanish gunboats in the 
bay. The insurgents numbered about 12,- 
000, but they were strongly intrenched in 
Cavite and Noveleta. At the head of the 
Noveleta Peninsula the ground was honey- 
combed with rifle pits and the town de- 
fended from asegult by earthworks planted 
with rapéd-fire cannon and several pleces of 
heavy artillery. 

At 9 o’oclock Sunday morning, Nov. 8, Rios 
attacked the first line of redoubts at Nov- 
eleta, and the rebels fell-back to the main 
line of Dononze, a mile in the rear of the 
picket line. The Spanish placed the cruiser 
Castilla close in shore and their guns cov- 
ered the attacks of the royal troops. .Rios 
threw the main body of his First Brigade 
against the rebel intrenchments. The gun- 
boats opened fire on the enemy, but, owing 
to bad gunnery, failed to cause any damage 
to the defenses. 

When Rios’ men reached the insurgents’ 
works a terrific fire was opened on them. 
They marched forward resolutely until the 
rifle pits commenced to belch fire, mowing 
down the front ranks. The column faltered, 
then retreated slowly under heavy fire. The 
Spanish troops were in the open and subject- 
ed to the full effect of the fire. Had the reb- 
els’ gunnery been good Rias could have been 
slaughtered. As it was, he carried 50) 
wounded from the field. 

Wednesday, Nov. 11, Rios headed a second 
attack on Noveleta. He threw his entire 
army against the redoubts and was routed 
with heavy loss in the first attack. On the 
morning of the 14th a weak attempt was 
made'to flank: the rebels, the failure of which 
ended the fighting for the time being. 


Will Investigate Filibustering. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—Assistant 
Secretary Wike left for New York today to 
be present tomorrow et the trial trip of 
the new Ellis Island ferryboat John G. Car- 
bisle, recently completed for the immigra- 
tion eervice at New York. He afterwards 
wilt go to Florida to spend the holidays, and 
while there will take advantage of the op- 
portunity to look personally over the field 
of operations relating to filibustering expe- 
ditions as well as give attention to matters 
concerning the enforcement of the naviga- 
tion and immigration lawe. 


Hoadly Upholds Congress. 

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 22.—Judge George. J. 
Hoadly of New York, in response to an in- 
quiry from the Commercial-Tribune regard- 
ing the Cameron resolution, gives it as his 
opinion that the authority of Congress in 
relation to foreign governments takes prece- 
dence of that of the President. He accom- 
panies. his opinion with the statement of his 
belief that “‘ the proposed action on the part 
of Congress would be in the highest degree 
unwise, though not illegal.” 


Brazil Ready to Recognize Cuba. 

Rio Janeiro, Brazil, Dec. 22.—It is sem!- 
officially stated that the Brazilian Govern- 
ment will recognize the belligerency of the 
Cubans as soon as the United States shall 
act. 


PRINTERS PUT OFF GENERAL STRIKE, 


Definite Action Delayed Until Today— 


Seven Non-Union Men at Work 
Arrested. 


The Donohue & Henneberry Strike com- 
mittee held a secret meeting last night to 
consider the advisability of ordering a gen- 
eral strike on the printing establishments 
where subcontracts have been taken from 
Donohue & Henneberry. After a session of 
nearly four hours the committee decided to 
postpone definite action until tcday. 

President Timblin of Typographical Union 
No. 16 counseled delay. While the meeting 
was in progress a telegram was received 
from the international cfficers of the Typo- 
graphical Union at Indianapolis saying. 
“The international will send the Chicago 
uniom $10,000 at once.”’ 

Mr. Timblin said the money was not needed 
at present, as the local union has plenty of 
funds. The committee is paying strike bene- 
fits: to the amount of $1,100 a week at present. 

The strikers caused the arrest of seven 
non-union men yesterday at the office of the 
firm. The men are charged with carrying 
concealed weapons. When the Constables 
appeared to serve the warrants the city 
police on guard at the door at first refused to 
allow the Constables to enter. A clash was 
averted by the appearance of some of the 
strike officers, who explained the situation 
to the police. The warrants were served and 
the seven men were taken to the Town of 
Jefferson, where Mr. Donohue signed their 
bonds. The cases will be tried tomorrow. 

On the promise of the union officials that 
the prisoners would not be molested they 
proceeded to Jefferson unguarded. The war- 
rants were sworn out by John Veatch and 
Arthur Dunn, strikers. 

John Hamill and William Bray, strikers, 
charged with assault by non-union men, 
were dischanged in Justice Underwood’s 
court yesterday for lack of evidence.

PACIFIC ROAD INQUIRY TO BE REGUN 
DURING THE RECESS. 


Pettigrew of South Dakota and Mor- 
gan of Alabama Make Rancorous 
Speeches and Do Net Mince Words 
‘im Discussing the Alleged Fraud- 
ulent Schemes of Stockholders— 
Cuban Question Goes Over Until 
After the Holidays. 


Washington, D..C., Dec. 22.—{Special.]— 
The Senate is going to investigate that dis- 
tinguished array of Union Pacific stock- 
holders whose interests are at present com- 
mitted to Drexel, Morgan & Co. of New York 
City. 

This was foreshadowed by the rancorous 
speeches in the Sehate today when Mr. Mor- 
gan of Alabama characterized the Pacific 
railroad transactions as part of the gigantic 
Credit Mobilier frauds, and as presenting a 
perfect saturnalia of, fraud and crime. 

Mr. Pettigrew was more explicit in his 
charges. He said an advertisement was now 
appearing in a Wall street publication by 
which the:trust notes issued by the Union 
Pacific. railroad were to be disposed of. 

He asserted this was a part of an extensive 
scheme to get the hranch lines of the Union 
Pacific railroad in private hands, so that 
when the main line of the Union Pacitic 
passed under government control the branch 
lines would be made part of the North- 
western railway system, paralleling the 
Unign Pacific, and thus depreciating the 
value of the government property. This 
charge was made with great detail. 


Outlines the Plan of Wreckage. 

It went-into the status of the Union Paci- 
fic in 1801, when a large surplus was on 
hand and dividends were being paid. It took 
up the various stages of the alleged plan to 
wreck the government’s interests. 

Mr. Morgan took occasion to remark that 
Mr. Francis Lynde Stetson of New York 
City, formerly a law partner of President 
Cleveland, was one of those most active in 
the hearings before Congress on this subject. 
Mr. Vest also opened up a new line of inquiry 
by asking what President Cleveland meant 
in his recent measage by stating that if Con- 
gress did not act on the Pacific railroad the 
executive. branch would deal with the sub- 
ject by Jan. 1. 

The question remains unanswered, for Mr. 
Morgan parried it with a statement that it 
was as difficult to interpret the views of the 
President in this particular as it was far the 
wise of the East to interpret the dreams of 
the Pharaoh. 

The upshot of the debate today was a de- 
termination on the part of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Pacific Railroads to begin an in- 
quiry ‘during the holiday recess along the 
lines suggested by Mr. Pettigrew. 


Roatine of the Discussion. 


Mr. Pettigrew called up his resolution 
appropriating $10,000,000 to take up the trust 
notes of the Union Pacific. Hé said thid 
step was imperative to protect the interests 
of zhe government against a scheme of those 
who held the notes, whose purpose was to 
absorb the branch lines of the Union Pa- 
cific. He declared his belief that the Union 
Pacific was not, and is not, insolvent, and 
that the floating debt was ‘created for the 
express purpose of complicating and em- 
barrassing the government liens. 

Mr. Pettigrew pointed out that in 1891, 
while the Union Pacific road had $28,000,000 
of the stock of the branch roads in its pos- 
session, with earnings sufficient to pay ex- 
penses, pay interest on the first mortgage 
bonds, and furnish a surplus, this floating 
debt of $8,000,000 was created. 

Mr. Gear [Rep., Ia.}, Chairman of the Ccm- 
mittee on Pacific Roads, asked if Mr. Pet- 
tigrew favored the operation of the roads 
by the government. 

The South Dakota Senator answered that 
certainly the government could not possibly 
manage the Pacific roads worse that they 
had been managed. It would do away with 
the pools, combinations, and discrimination 
in rates which had made the American rail- 
roads a target for criticism. 

Mr. Pettigrew urged that the government 
should embrace this opportunity for an ex- 
periment in government ownership of a great 
continental line. 

Mr. Platt [Rep., Conn.] spoke of the fim- 
perative necessity of considering the im- 
portant question of settlement with the Pa- 
cific roads. 

Opposes the Funding Bill. 

Mr. Morgan [Dem., Ala.] said the state- 
ments made by Mr. Pettigrew were of a most 
grave character. In effect they meant that 
certain individuals had made a fraudulent 
eombination to load down these Pacific 
roads so as toabsorb them. It was difficult 
for any single mind to grasp the “ labyrinth 
of fraud and rascality ’’ that had made this 
subject a perfect ‘“ saturnalia of fraud.’’ 
It was, Mr. Morgan declared, a twin brother 
to the Credit Mobilier frauds, carried on by 
the same methods of bribery and corruption. 

As to the pending funding bill Mr. Morgan 
said he opposed it, and when it came up he 
would insist on the fullest latitude of debate. 

He believed the pending funding bill should 
be recommitted to the committee. and a 
more adequate remedy presented. The 
Union Pacific had enough in its treasury to 
pay the interest on the first mortgage bonds, 
and yet it came to Congress as a bankrupt 
and mendicant asking for pity. 

Mr. Morgan proceeded at considerable 
length, urging that it was of supreme im- 
portance that these roads should not fall into 
private hands, particularly the hands of for- 
eign bondholders. 

It was but a few minutes before the ex- 
piration of the morning hour when Mr. Mor- 
gan closed, 

Mr. Gear spoke briefly, urging speedy ac- 
tion on the Pacific railroad question, and say- 
ing he would seek to secure some headway 
immediately after the holidays. He an- 
nounced that if a quorum of the Senators 
was here during the recess meetings would 
be held to inquire into questions which had 
been raised. 

Mr. Pettigrew's resolution was then re- 
ferred to the Committee on Pacific railroads. 

Mr. Call secured the adoption of a resolu- 
tion asking the Secretary of State for in- 
formation relative to the killing of Charlies 
Gavin. an American citizen, by the Spanish 
forces in Cuba. Further than this the ses- 
sion was uneventful, and the Senate ad- 
journed for the holiday recess, lasting until 
Jan. 5. 

After passing several private pension Wills 
the Senate at 2:38 p. m. went into executive 
session, which lasted until 3:05. 

The Senate then adjourned to Jan. 5, 1897.

Appropriation for the Civil Service 

Law Creates a Livély Debate. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—The House 
today passed the legislative, executive, and 
judicial appropriation bill and then . ad- 
journed for the holiday recess. This is the 
first time in the history of Congress that 
the legislative bill has been passed before 


the holidays. 

* (The day was devoted to the annual debate 
of the civil service law, and, as usual, the 
attempt to strike out the provision for the 
commission was overwhelmingly defeated. 

There was a good deal of thrashing over 
old straw and sparring for political points. 
Mr. Brosius, Chairman of the Civil Service 
committee, @efended the law. Others who 
participated in the debate were Messrs 
Baker (Rep., N. H.), Walker (Rep., Mass.), 
Williams (Dem., Miss.), Bowers (Rep., Cal.), 
and Neil (Dem., Ark.). 

Mr. Settle (Rep., N. C.) made the motion 
to strike out the paragraph relating to the 
civil service, which was defeated—yeas, 29: 
nays, 62. The bill as passed carries &21,669, - 
369, $36,379 more than the current bill. 

Mr. Baker (Rep., N. H.) attacked the meth- 
od of administering the .civil service laws 
under the present administration. He as- 
serted that 106 Georgians had been appointed 
to places in the Interior Department by this 
administration, that of 876 dismissals from 
the department 185 were veterans, and that 
the Treasury Department also had dis 
criminated inst Republicans in appoint- 
ments and dismiseals, leaving but one Re- 
publican, in the secret service. Under the 
spoils system the public business had been 
better hartiled than now, when clerks are 
kept under secret espionage and are no 
better off than factory hands. Yet the Civil 
Service Commission had never protested 
against such maledministration. 

Mr. Brosius (Rep., Pa.), Chairman of the 
Committee. on. the Civil Service, replied at 
some length to Mr. Baker’s strictures. He 
eulogized the merit stem and arraigned 
the remnant of the spoile system which still 
remained. Mr, Brosius defended the Presi- 
dent’s. recent order extending the scope of 
the civil service as a “ thorough-going merit 
system ”’ order.

“GOVERNMENT BY. INJUNCTION.” 


Comtemplated Legislation Is Discussed 
b ouse Committee. 

Washin D. C., Dec. 22.—The issue 
which was known in the last Prvsidential 
campaign as “ government by injunction ” | 
was the subject of debate by the, House 
Committee “én Judiciary today. The ‘com- 
mittee has before ita substitute for the bill 
which passed the Senate last-June dividing 
contempts of court into direct and indirect 
classes and permitting trials by jury in the 
latter cases. This substitute is not so sweep- 
ing in character as the Senate bill and the 
sentiment of the committee seemed to be to 
restrict still further its scope. There was a 
general expression, however, to the effect 
that United States courts showed a tendency 
to strain their jurisdiction on the ground of 
contempt to the point of infringement on the 
right of trial by jury and a bill probably will 
be reported. 

The President has signed the aci providing 
for government participation in the cen- 
tennial exposition at Nashville, Tenn., and 
making an appropriation for a government 
building and exhibit. 


REQUISITION FOR PENSION PAYMENT 


Computation of the Pacific Railroad 
Debts Is Submitted. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—The Secretary 
of the Interior has issued a requisition on 
the Treasury for $10,800,060 for next month’s 
quarterly pension payment. Of this sum 

$2,750,000 is for the Chicago office. 

The resignation of Lieut. J. F. Meigs, re- 
tired, has been accepted, to take effect Jan. 
I instead of June 30 next. The leave of ab- 
sence of Commander F. M. Barber, retired, 
now in Japan, has been’ extended for one 
year. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has sent to 
Congress a computation of the Pacific rail- 
road debt as made by the government act- 
vary. The statement shows the advances 
to the Union Pacific, including the Kansas 
Pacific, by the government will at maturity 
—the ist of next July—amount to $92,846,285, 
of which sufficient has been repaid to reduce 
the amount to $53,289,503. The balance due 
on account of the Central Pacific on the lst 
of. July next will be $60,318,377. 


STEEL POOL UNABLE TO GET TOGETHER 


Adjourns to Meet Again in a Few Days, 
Leaving the Price Open in the 
Meanwhile. 


New York, Dec. 22.—[{Special.]—The mem- 
bers of the steel billet pool held another 
meeting at the Holland House today, and 
while the general impression is that the 
pool will be maintained, no definite result 
had been reached at the adjournment of 
the session. 

The friction is the result of charges made 
by the Bellaire Steel company of Bellaire 
O., against the Carnegie Steel company of 
Pittsburg that the latter had broken its 
agreements to the detriment of the for- 
mer. A committee was appointed to bring 
about an adjustment of the differences ex- 
isting between the two concerns, but the 
committee could not agree with relation 
to the concessions which it was thought 
should be made to the Bellaire company. 
No date has been fixed for the next meet- 
ing, but the Chairman of yesterday's ses- 
sion, D. J. Bent 6f Philadelphia, was au- 
thorized to call the members together when 
he deemed it advisable. That will probably 
be some time this week. 

George 8. Griscom, the pool Commise- 
sioner, admitted that little had Leen ac- 
complished, and the probabilities are that 
the selling price will be left open. He de- 
nied the truth of a report that the meeting 
was waiting to hear from outside parties 
before taking action. 

Arbuckle Bros. nave not met the reduction 
in the price of coffee made by the Woolson 
company, and interest is manifested by the 
trade regarding the course the latter firm 
will decide upon. The feeling in the coffee 
trade is that the reduction of one cent per 
pound is merely preliminary to a much se- 
verer one. 

The reports circulated that the sugar peo- 
ple do not intend to continue permanently 
in the coffee business. and that the prospect 
seemed to be that if the Arbuckles would 
give up their plan to erect a sugar refinery 
and agree to buy sugar for their coffee trade 
from the supar people the latter would sell 
the Woolson spice plant to them and retire 
from the business was discussed todf&ly by 
those possessing inside information. The 
opinion thus expressed was that both con- 
cerns would continue as rivals in the trade 
and that eventually an amicable adjustment 
would ‘be arrived at, both concerns conduct- 
ing their separate coffee businesses. 

A connection of the firm of Arbuckle Bros. 
stated today that the Arbuckles have decid- 
ed not to reduce the price of their coffee, de- 
spite the reduction of one cent made by the 
Woolson company. 

It was reported today that efforts are being 
made to sell the remaining seven-eighteenths 
of the Woolson company’s stock to the sugar 
people, it being alleged that, under the new 
ren the value of the stock will depre- 
ciate. 


SENATOR ALLISON DENIES THE REPORT 


Iowa Man Declares He Has Not Been 
Offered the Secretaryship 
of State.

MAYOR SWIFT'S VETO. 

Mayor Swift is in a position of enviable 
independence. He is not a candidate for 
retlection. Therefore his actions cannot be 
controlled by a desire to gain popular favor, 
or to avdid the hostility of corporations, 
which are in the habit of taking an active 
part in municipal elections. 
A Mayer thus circumstanced ought to be 
able to act impartially on an ordinance, 
leaning neither to one side nor to the other. 
But the veto message sent to the Council by 
Mayor Swift Monday night is not altogether 
impartial. It is plausible, but after all it 
is little more than the arguments of the 
railroad ¢ompanies, made effective by the 
signature of the Mayor. : 

The gist of the Mayor’s reasoning is that: 

1. There are doubts as to the legal right of the 


*Council to regulate fares. 

2 Even though the Council has the power to 
reguiate it should be exercised equitably in ac- 
cordance with the principles of good faith and 


commercial morality. 
$.. That even it a uniform five-cent fare is too 


high some ‘better way can be found of making a 
redtiction than the Gallagher ordinance, which he 
deems “ ili-advised and not for the public inter- 
est’ and exhibiting ‘‘ the taint of dishonesty.’’ 

4. That a measure tending to reduce the receipts 
of the companies would lead to poorer service, less 
wages to employés, and public dissatisfaction. 

5. That the general reduction contemplated by 
the Gallagher ordinance is not desired by the 
community as a whole. 

6. That the roads should pay more than they 
do for the privileges they enjoy, but that the 
City Treasury should be the beneficiary in in- 
creased revenue and not the people in lower fares. 

As regards the first point, it will not be 
denied that the railroad lawyers claim that 
no Council has a right under any circum- 
stances tb regulate maximum rates of fare 
which may have been fixed by a predecessor. 
Tue Trreune, on the other hand, has cited 
legal a@thorities to show that that conten- 
tion is unsound. } : 

The main reason for pressing the Galla- 
gher ordinance was to settle that point. For 
that very reason the railroads fought the or- 
dinance $0 strenuously. They do not want 
that question adjudicated, for they are afraid 
the decision would be against them. 

The Mayor's veto leaves matters just 
where the companies want them left. The 


| courts hare been deprived of an opportuni- 


ty to declare whether, when a previous 
Council has granted the right to charge-a 
rate of fare, a subsequent Council is una- 
ble to change that rate when it becomes ex- 
orbitant and unjust to the people, whose 
agent the Council is. 

In the second place, if the right to regu- 
late fares exists, it exists coupled with the 
condition that it must be exercised equitably. 
If the Council fixes a rate which the com- 
panies contend is unremunerative, a ques- 
tion of fact is raised which the courts will 
pass on. If the rate prescribed is too low 
they will set it aside. 

vIh the third«place, to charge that the 
Gallagher ordinance is * tainted with dis- 
honesty” is to assume that under it the 
companies will not receive a fair remunera- 
tion for capital actually invested and serv- 
ices rendered. The figures which have becn 
given by Tue Trisune, showing that this 
will not be the case, are not controverted by 
the Mayor. 

Suppose this ordinance were allowed to go 
before the courts, and they were to uphold 
it on begal and equitable grounds, where 
then would the “taint of dishonesty ” be? 
The Mayor sentences the ordinance to death 
without giving the courts.a chance, 

In the fourth place, THe Trisune has 
shown that the Gallagher ordinance would 
not reduce the receipts of the companies, 
and hence could not be made an excuse fer 
eutting wages. It was easy for Mr. Yerkes 
to convince his men that their wages might 
be cut, and set them to badgering the Alder- 
men. It was easy for him to convince 
Buck McCarthy. It is strange he should 
have been able to convince a cool-headed 
man like the Mayor. 

In the fifth place, the community, as a 
whole, does want lower fares. Those 
who do not are the mythical 25,000 street 
car employés and the owners of the watcred 
stock of the companies. 

Finally, the way to make the roads do 
more than they have done in return for 
privileges granted is to find out what the 
powers of the Council are. If the courts 
were to declare that it could regulate fares, 
then it could obtain all manner of conces- 
sions from the street railroads. ‘The peo- 
ple would -force the Couneil to use its pow- 
ers. But the Mayor and Council have 
muzzled the courts. 

This question will not be allowed to 
drop here. THe Trisune will continue to 
stand up for the rights of the people. It 
will appeal to other Councils and to other 
Mayors, and the time will come that justice 

- will be done, and if, at that time, the people 
insist on and obtain greater reductions 
than they ask for now the companies will 
have themselves alone to blame. They 
object to the requirements of the Gallagher 
ordinance. They will find themselves com- 
pelled to accept three-cent fares later on.

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IMPROVE THE GRAND JURIES. 

Judge Tuley has started the new grand 
jury on its work, but not before he had 
changed its personnel to suit his appreciation 
of the importance of the jury's duties. In 
addressing the jurors he sought to impress 
on them the fact which has comme to be re- 
garded too lightly in some courts that “ the 
grind jury is one of the most important 
branches of the judicial machinery.’ “I 
never knew a more perfect or more binding 
oath,” he said, “than the one you have 
taken.” {&f other Judges would look into 
grand juries as carefully as Judge Tuley 
does, the jurors would discharge their 
duties more trnstworthily, aud would not 
give rise to so many scandals. 

The grand jury has been degenerating for 
years. The men who take part in its de- 
liberations seek the position in most cases 
for their own persona] benefit and selfish 
considerations, and not forthe welfare of the 
community. Those who serve as grand 
jurors ought to be men of intelligence and 
‘robity. Their motives and acts ought to 
be above suspicion. They ought to be men 
of proved honesty in the community. But, 
as Judge Tuley pertinently suggests, grand 

ade up at present by the County 
Board ar@not composed of such sterling ma- 
ere have been scandals by the 
score, open and based on specific 
charges of wrong doing, others were vague 
and baseill on rumors. But there should be 


$ no place for scandal or the suggestion of 


¥ 


scandal in a grand jury. They. 
eliminated entirely from the jary-room. 

If there is no improvement in this respect, 
if subsequent grand juries do not indicatea 
reform from these questionable practices 
the Legislature may be inclined to exercise 
its power, and abolish the system totally 
on the ground that it has outliveddts use- 
fulness. But this drastic action should not 
be made necessary because of scandals. The 
grand jury ought not to be permitted to 
die in disrepute. It would be far better to 
elevate its standard, to raise it up out of the 
mire into which it seems to have sunk. In 
fact this must be done, and done speedily if 
the judicial system is not to be contamin- 
ated. As Judge Tuley said to the jury: 
“ For the time being you are a part of this 
court,” and the public will not permit of a 
stain on the good name of the court. If 
Judges,who have grand juries in control 
will go through the lists of names and do 
some weeding out better results will be at- 
tained at once. This is the first step in a 
reform that has room for large growth. 


THE STORY OF THE BANK FAILURE. 

The causes which led up to the failure of 
the National Bank of Illinois are so clear 
on the surface that he who rune may read. 
The story is short and simple, but at the 
same time significant. The denouement has 
comé swiftly and involves a situation re- 
vealing rank carelessness if not positive 
criminality. The moral of the story is obvi- 
ous, particularly to directors who do not 
direct. 

The Calumet Dlectric railway is one of 
the iridescent schemes born of ‘orld’s 
Fair enthusiasm and launched full twenty 
years ahead of its time. It traverses a 
sparsely settled region and has few patrons 
except in pleasant summer days, when ex- 
cursionists from the city feel like exploring 
a comparatively unknown section as a day’s 
outing. It was organized and boomed by 
W. V. Jacobs, but early in the proceedings 
he became financially involved. His name 
was on obligations amounting to half a 
million, backed by Calumet Electric se- 
curities. In his search for some one upon 
whom to unload the obligations and .securi- 
ties he found the National Bank of Dlinois. 
He was the fox in the well and the bank was 
the goat whom he coaxed into it and upon 
whose shoulders he clambered out. The di- 
rectors were assured there would be speedy 
sales of two millions of the bonds in the 
Eastern market, but the BDastern market 
was shy and the sales were not made. The 
bank found itself loaded up with half a 
million of these obligations. To have ridden 
itself of them would have been the part of 
prudence, but, unwilling to incur a small 
joss, it went on putting in more money and 
preparing the way for bigger losses. The 
bank was at last saddled with $2,475,000 
of Calumet Electric bonds, more than the 
bank's capital stock, a considerable portion 
of which was concealed in other accounts. 

The next chapter in the story pertains to 
the rivalries and jealousies of other roads, 
They notified the Bank Examiner that these 
securities were much less valuable than he 
had been led to suppose. The Bank Nxam- 
inert notified the Controller and the Con- 
troller ordered an investigation. The Clear- 
ing-House committee started the investiga- 
tion which resulted in the suspension of the 
bank from the privileges of the Clearing- 
House and the closing of its doors. Other 
bad debts amounting to $2,068,000 helped 
to bring about this amazing failure. It 
probably added to the downfall that Mr. 
Schneider, who in his prime was an able and 
eonservative banker, is now old and in 
feeble health: With an ihfirm man at the 
head, with reckless officials under him, and 
with directors who knew nothing of what 
was going on, it is not remarkable that the 
smash should have come. It is remarkable 
it did not come sooner. The policy of the 
bank invited a wreck and there was no way 
to prevent it except upon the impossible pre- 
sumption that the bank was strong enough 
to carry bonds no one wanted for fifteen ur 
twenty years, until they became of value. 
Instead of taking the bull by the horns when 
the obligations were comparatively small, 
and writing them off to profit and loss, it 
cartied them along as live assets, paid 12 per 
cent dividends, put in more good money 
from time to time to get back lost money, 
and finally wound up where the State Sav- 
ings and B. F. Allen’s Banks wound up. 
It was bad banking carried on by weak and 
reckless men and it has ended where that 
kind of banking will always end, as the 
stockholders have found out to their sor- 
row. But a few days ago they might have 
suld their stock at the rate of $240 a share. 
Now it is worth almost that less than noth- 
ing. Controller Eckels was right in saying: 
‘* The failure of the National Bank of Lili- 
nois is due to injurious, reckless, and im- 
prudent ‘methods followed by the officers 
and not checked by the directors.” ‘That 
kind of a combination will break any bank. 


HOLD THE BOORS IN CHECK. 

Persons who have acquired the habit of 
expectorating in public buildings, cars, and 
other places, in violation of the laws of 
good breeding and good health, will in- 
duige in the obnoxious practice hereafter 
at the risk of fine or imprisonment. The 
purpose of the Health Commissioner to stop 
these vile exhibitions by enforcing the laws 
strictly under which they are prohibited iis 
commendable, and it is to be hoped his 
energy will not be relaxed through any 
fancy that the crusade is directed against 
an insignificant evil. Health considera- 
tions alone justify rigorous measures. It 
has been demonstrated that the spread of 
disease is facilitated immensely by means 
of saliva, and a war against unnecessary 
public expectoration is a war against dis- 
ense. But, aside from the fact that health 
is menaced, the practice is a wanton and 
sickening violation of even an average 
sense of refinement. The man who in- 
dulges it in a public building, or in a car 
where people are forced to be huddled to- 
gether, is disgusting to the highest degree. 
He defiles the place from whence there is 
no immediate escape for his victims, and 
in. a manner which is too conspicacus to 
permit of being mercly disregarded. He is 
only a degree more abominable, however. 
than the man who does the same thing on 
the sidewalks, leaving a wake of contam- 
ination which taxes the ingenuity of women 
to avoid sweeping up with their skirts. 

There are doubtless many men who 
would consider themselves refined who 
have carelessly fallen into the habit of 
“doing as the Romans do,” and who ex- 
pectorate on sidewalks, and'perbaps even 
in cars, without stopping to consider how 
obnoxious they are making themselves. It 
should not be necessary to go any further 
than remind these men of their criminal 
laxity. Their instincts of self-respect will 
in most cases respond at once, and they can 
be accounted reformed in advance. But 
the vast majority of the offenders cannot 
be made to realize that they are committing 
any serions offense. An appeal to the es- 
thetic side of their natures would arouse 
only amazement. Expectoration at auy 
time aud in any place to them is as :fht- 
ural as any other of the vulgarities which 
make up their items of life, It would be 


} folly to attempt to refine these people. It 
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from imposing this dusgusting babit on 
persons who are obliged to be in their pres- 
ence. After a sufficient warning they must 
be arrested and punished if they ride rough- 
shod over the vights of others in this su- 
premely detestable manner. « 

Men may be boors and vandals, but they 
have no right to obtrude the most char- 
acteristic manifestations of their vulgarity 
on their fellow-beings who are given no 
means of escape. 


48 TO THE TREATMENT OF STREET 
: BEGGARS. 

With the approach of bitter cold weather 
each year begging increases on the streets. 
It is the belief of experts that during the 
coming months Chicago will see greater 
distress than ever before among the pover- 
ty-stricken—in all probability even greater 
than that attendant upon the winter fol- 
lowing .the World’s Fair. That year con- 
ditions peculiar to Chicago prevailed, while 
this year the entire country has been af- 
flicted by hard times. 

While there is an increase in all kinds 
of poverty, the phase which, above all oth- 
ers, is constantly presenting itself to the 
public is street begging. Apparently no 
efficacious remedy has ever been found for 
the abatement of this nuisance. Since it 
is a necessary’ evil it must be handled in- 
telligently and systematjcally. Supt. 
Trusdell of the Chicago Relief and Aid 
Society and Brigadier William Brewer of 
the Salvation Army agree that street beg- 
gars should not be given assistance, be- 
cause, according to their theory, they are 
unworthy. Nevertheless, the fact remains 
that the average citizen, after he has re- 
fused the solicitation of a beggar, often 
wonders whether he has made a mistake, 
and in doubtful cases his conscience is apt 
to trouble him for awhile. He sometimes 
feels that he may have refused assistance 
to a solicitor of alms who was really 
worthy. 

Every one knows that there are many 
charities in Chicago, but not one in ten is 
familiar with the location of any charitable 
association situated near the heart of the 
city to which he could direct the unfortun- 
ates in the street. Again and again people 
wish they knew such places in order that 
they might direct people to them, and thus 
relieve their minds of worry concerning the 
-needs and deserts of those soliciting as- 
sistance. ‘There are four places of this char- 
acter in the heart of the city, in which citi- 
zens may feel the utmost confidence, for at 
each of them unfortunates will receive the 
most merciful cage and attention, and their 
cases attended to in such a way as may be 
warranted by investigation. All of them 
undertake to do whatever is necessary to 
relieve the immediate distress of the worthy. 
They are the Chicago Relief and Aid So- 
clety, at No. 58 La Salle street; the Salva- 
tion Army, in the Western Union Building; 
the Workingman’s Home, Nos. 42 and 44 
Custom-House place; and the Open Door 
Mission, No. 396 Dearborn strect. In giv- 
ing assistance to people on the street the 
bestower can have no idea whether or not 
he is giving alms t&one whois worthy. The 
man may not only be an imposter in the 
story he tells, but he may have been helped 
a score of times within a few hours. In such 
cases as these charity can never be bestowed 
with intelligence. ‘Time and again cases of 
imposition have been discovered and explwit- 
ed in the daily papers, and this warning has 
begun to be heedéd by those who read. 

Therefore, to make sure that the unfortun- 
ates are given the treatinent they deserve, 
and that the consciences of the passers-by 
be left untroubled, all suppticants for aid 
had beat be directed to the above charities 
in the heart of the city. 


MEN MUST NOT DEAL IN 
GRAIN, 

Judge Tuley has decided that the own- 
ers of the Chicago grain elevators, exercis- 
ing as they do, a “ kind of public employ- 
ment” or agency, must not deal in grain, 
If they want to go into that business they 
must cense to be public warehousemen, 

During the last ten years the practice has 
grown up, among the elevator men, of buy- 
ing grain, and mixing and storing the grain 
with that of their customers. This practice 
has created profound dissatisfaction among 
the regular dealers in grain on the Board of 
Trade, who alleged that the business was 
being absorbed by these new rivals with 
their stiperior advantages. They have be- 
come the principal buyers and sellers of 
grain. 

Finally the Board of Trade got the At- 
torney-General to bring suit against the 
warehousemen to enjoin them from commit- 
ting the acts complained of. The injunc- 
tion asked for has been granted by Judge 
‘Tnley. 

The Judge holds that men who fre en- 
gaged in the public employment or business 
of warehousemen should not be allowed 
to use their warehouses and the advantages 
their licenses confer in which to carry on a 
business in which they are the competitors 
of their own customers, 

If this were permitted, he states, the ele- 
vator men will be enabled to secure a virtual 
monopoly of a business which they are not 
licensed to engage in. To the claim that 
the elevator men get the grain away from 
other dealers because they pay more for 

it, thus benefiting the producer, Judge Tuley 

answers that when a monopoly has been es- 
tablished finally then the producers will 
suffer. 

The case will be carried up to the Supreme 
Court, so that Judge Tuley’s decision is not 
final. But the force of his re&tsoning is 
such that the Supreme Court may not feel 
inclined to reverse him.

IN DEFENSE OF THE HAND ORGAN, 

A leading newspaper in the City of New 
York recently made the editorial assertion 
that “ most people agree that hand organs 
are a nuisance.” This is a remarkable 
statement to come from Gotham, which has 
for a long time assumed to lead in musical 
matters, and clearly indicates 
erudite editor is not moved with the concord 
of sweet sounds as they emanate from the 
depths of the organ. Instead of most peo; 
ple agreeing that the hand organ is a 
niiisance they entertain just the opposite 
opinion.

of Soy to every one except those who, 
Jessica andthe New York editor, are “ never 
merry when they hear sweet music.” Job 
declared that even the wicked rejoiced at 
the sound of the'organ, and how much more, 
therefore, shall the upright man be thrilled 
with its melody? Probably the earliest con- 
servatory of music ever established was a 
school for the hand organ, for Jereminh de- 
Clared that in his time they took the young 
men to grind. With this record of high an- 
tiquity it is a wanton assumption of musical 
superiority for one to deprecate the hand 
organ or declare it a nuisance. Whoever 
saw a child that did not love the instrument? 
Indeed, “such sweet compulsion doth in 
music lie” that the little ones flock’abdut 
the organist as they did to listen to the en- 
chanted music of the fantastic piper of 
Hamelin six hundred years ago. And who 
knows but the magical instrument which 
bewitched the children in that far distant 
time may have been a hand organ? 

Itis worth something to stand on a 
crowded street corner at the close of a day’s 
distracting business and listey to the ravish- 
ing strains of a hand organ, Then the roar 
of the great city is hushed for the moment, 
and the cadences of the organ as the maestro 
turns the crank are to the wearied mind like 
a soothing poultice to an angry boil. In its 
rapt breathings the common people find a 
simple delight, and even the millionaire 
sometimes listens with a secret joy. And 
yet a New York newspaper advocates 
“sterner measures ” in order to force these 
purveyors to public happiness to move dn!

New Orleans, La., Dec. 20.—United States 
Senator-elect S. D. McEnery, who was chosen 
by the Legislature last summer to succeed 
Senator Blanchard on March 4 next, de- 
clared, himself in an interview today a pro- 
tectionist, to the surprise of many ‘who nad 
classed him as an extreme free trader. 

** I will throw no obstacle in the way of the 
Republicans in tariff legislation in the next 
Senate,” said Judge McEnery. “I will not 
oppose anything that will help any part cf 
the country for the reason alone that it is @ 
party measure. I will support a measure p:0- 
posed by any party if it will help this coun- 
try. I realize, as many others now, that in- 
stead of running along with a deficit in the 
revenues, we should always have a surplus. 
There should always be a contingent fund, 
and the great Government of the United 
States, with its wealth and progress, shouid 
not be confronted with a deficit in its pubiic 
revenues, and should never offer an ¢xcuse 
of inability to pay promptly all obligations. 

“If a high tariff will give the required or 
more than the required amount of revenue I 
will favor a bill of that kind. I believe the 
Republicans should not be hampered in the 
Senate by any one in their attempts to do 
something for the country. I shall not op- 
_— any proposition they may make simply 

ecause it is a Republican proposition. I be- 


lieve a United States Senator should be for — 


or against on the high grounds of its ex- 
pediency or its benefit to the country. We 
realize in Louisiana the necessity for legia- 
lation that will build up and not destroy the 
industries by which we live.

REPORT OF COUNTY-ATTORNEY ILBS. 


Review of a Year’s Work Embodies 
Commendation of the Law Against 
Brutal Husbands and Fathers. 


County-Attorney Iles filed his annual re- 
port for 1896 with the County Board yester- 
day. In it he gives a detailed review of the 
work accomplished in his office during the 
last twelve months. 

The statement of the work connected with 
the Circuit and Superior Courts, with the 
amounts involved, is as follows:

During the year four mandamus suits were 
entered, three were allowed and one was dis- 
missed, 

In the agers oy States Court two suits are 
pending, a suit for ejectment, entitled Beck 
vs. Cook County et al. and Sorg vs. D. H. 
Kochersperger et al. 

In the Supreme Court seven suits are 
pending, the most important of which is the 
ejectment case brought by the county 
against the city. 

In the Appellate Court seven cases are 
pending. On the chancery and tax docket 
sixteen cases were pending’ on Jan. 1, 1896, 
and 265 suits have been entered since. There 
were 231 cases disposed of and fifty are yet 
pending. The taxes collected by suit during 
the year amounted to $6,513.03. 

The County Court docket shows 1,228 cases 
docketed and tried or petitions disposed of. 
The amount in cash orders entered was 
$10,171 and paid out by order of court $7,Ww). 
On the quasi-criminal docket 312 cases were 
handled. 

The law compelling brutal husbands ard 
fathers to support their wives and children 
or go to jail is commended. The law is still 
defective in some places, says the County 
Attorney, but. with the assistance of Judge 
Carter he has undertaken to draw up a new 
one, which will include such amendments 

as experience has taught are needed. 

Mr. Iles also argues for a more thorough 
investigation of the insane cases before they 
are brought before the court at the detention 
hospital. 


REFLECTS ON EX-RECORDER CHASE. 


Report of the Experts to the County 
Board Finance Committee Makes. 
a Bad Showing. 


The report of the experts who have been 
examining the affairs of ex-County Recorder 
Chase has been received by the County Board 
Finance committee, but its contents have not 
been made public. 

The report shows, it is said, that the form- 
er Recorder has turned into the Treasury 
nearly $30,000 less than he should have done. 
Nearly $25,000 has been paid out to the em- 
ployés for extra work, when, according to 
the experts, a great part of this so-called 
extra labor was never performed. J. J. 
Ryan, an employé, told the investigators he 
was paid $10 per month for extra work, 
whereas Ryan claims he has not written any 
folios for several years. A. Arnold claims 
hée has never done any folio; work, while in 
September, 1894, he receipted for $36.60, but 
drew no salary for that month. 

The method of keeping the pass books, ac- 
cording to the investigators, has been alto- 
gether wrong. Over 200 pass books are 
issued to the folio writers in which to keepa 
record of the work done by them cach day, 
but only 117 were found by the experts. Part 
of these were in a mutilated condition. 

There has been any amount of manipula- 
tion of the pay-rolls, according to the ex- 
perts. There are lists of names of those not 
on saiary or folio rolls credited with having 
drawn money. In these cases the names 
have been added to the pay-roll after a 
copying impression has been made of the 
balance of the pay-roll. 

The experts claim that the abstract firms 
of the city have been paying into the Re- 
corder’s office $42 per week, and that for in- 
formation supplied to the newspapers the 
Recorder has received $100 per week, the 
work done for this money having been per- 
formed by men whoare on the pay-roll of the 
county. No one received any salary for the 
seven days in December except Mr. Chase. 

All the employés in the County Building 
except those in the Treasurer’s office, where 
the salaries are not fixed, received their pay 
to date yesterday. In the Treasurer's office 
the salaries are paid on account. For the 
first time in four years the employés of the 
Recorder’s office were paid their wages and 
salaries to date. 

President Healy of the County Board is 
outspoken in condemnation of the condition 
in, which ex-Recorder Chase has left his em- 
ployés, and recommends the employés im- 
mediately sue Mr. Chase, making the county 
a co-defendant Mm the case. The matter, he 
thinks, could be disposed of before the March 
term of the Superior Court. By making the 
county co-defendant the county could re 
cover from Mr. Chase’s bondsmen. 


ANGRY CROWD PURSUES JOHN KOSEKL. 


He Shoots at His Wife and Threatens 
Violence, but Policeman Mc- 
Nulty Captures Him. 


John Koseki fired two shots at his wife 
yesterday while she was walking along 
North Ashland avenve, near Blackhawk 
street, and an infuriated crowd of men and 
women surrounded him. Ugly threats were 
made, but the fimely arrival of Policeman 
McNulty prevented violence. 

Koseki wanted hie wife to return and live 
with him. She refused and started to run, 
whereupon he fired twice and called on her 
to stop. The frightened woman screamed, 
and this had the effect of arousing the en- 
tire neighborhood. She sought refuge in a 
coal office at No. 634 Ashland avenue, and 
the door waa : by one of the men 
in the office. 

Koseki stood on the outside, flouriehing 
the revolver and threatening hie wife with 
violence if she came out. Sorte one in the 
crowd suggested that an attempt be made 
to the mem Koseki heard and ran 
south on Ashland avenue, revolver in hand, 
followed by nearly 100 men, women, and 
boys, and threats were made to handle him 
roughly if he was caught. | 

Officer McNulty, who was standing at 
Mifwaukee avenue, intercepted Koseki, who 
pleaded for protection, and him un- 
der arrest. McNulty took his prisoner to

HOLDS POULRUOM MEN. 


JUDGE TULEY COMMITS THE WHITE 
CASES TO THE GRAND JURY. 


Proprietor of the Dearborn Street Re- 
sort Testifies That Money Was Re- 
ceived Only for Transmission to 
Milwaukee, but This Dees Not Wx- 
onerate Either the Telegraph Op- 
erator or Those Handling the Cash 
-—Other Hearings Today. 


Judge Tuley, sitting as an examining mag- 
istrate, held to the grand jury yesterday four 
of the seven men who appeared before him 
on a charge of violating the gambling laws 
of Illinois, as follows: 


Fred, alias * Bud,’’ White, keeper of the pool- 
room No. 125 Dearborn street; bonds $1,000. 
J. Sehwartz, telegraph operator for White; bonds 


John Oden, receiver of wagers for White; bonds 


Matt Goodman, cashier for White; bonds $500. 

White is held as the keeper of the pool- 
room, and Schwartz, Oden, and Goodman as 
aiders and abettors in the operation of a com- 
mon gambling-house. 

Harry Lee Charles Elliott, and J. A. 
Waldon, clerks in the employ of White, were 
discharged. 


Question as to Employes. 

Judge Tuley hesitated about holding any of 
the employés. The prosecution, however, 
contended that the telegraph operator, re- 
ceiver of money, cashier, and clerk con- 
tributed to the violation of the law and, 
therefore, aided and abetted White, the 
keeper, and was as guilty as he. it was 
urged that if these men were not held to the 


grand jury it would put the police to the 


necessity in the trial of cases to come t 
identify the proprietor. The proprietor 
might be absent in another State and in that 
event all those who aided and abetted in the 
operagion of the gambling room might be 
allowed to escape. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Dupuy 
argued that any person in charge uf the 
gambling room could be held as a princmpal 
and Judge Tuley, after some consideration, 
concluded to hold the telegraph operator and 
the men who handled the money. 

The men were allowed to go on the bonds 
heretofore given until today, when they wiil 
be required to give new bonds. 

The maximum fine upon conviction in the 
Criminal Court is $1,000. 

Remarks of Judge Tuley. 

Judge Tuley, in the course of his remarks 
after the evidence was all in, said: 

“The question which presents itself here 
is the intent. I do not believe that any of 
the money placed in White’s hands was ever 
telegraphed to Milwaukee. The acceptance 
of money for.that alleged purpose was a 
mere pretense. The question here is, What 
was that room at No. 125 Dearborn street 
conducted for? What did the people who 
went there suppose they were doing” 

“ The use of the premises to facilitate bet- 
ting was a violation of the law, even though 
the bets were placed outside the State. The 
men who went to White’s room to place 
wagers did not know North, the Milwaukee 
man with whom they are said to have 
placed their wagers. Then why should they 
send theirwunoney by telegraph to him? The 
question is, Whom did they trust? 

‘* No man of ordinary intelligence will say 
that the men who went to that recom did not 
intend to bet right there. The meihod by 
which an evasion of the law was soughi was 
simply a cunningly devised scheme to es- 
cape the criminal law, while violating it.”’ 

The men accused wefe arrested in the 
wholesale pool-room raids of Dec. 12. 


Police Are in Evidence. 


Chief of Police Badenoch, Inspector Fitz- 
patrick, and a score of Central Station de- 
tectives were present to prosecute. The 
court-room was crowded with the men ar- 
rested in different alleged gambling-houses. 
City Prosecutor Tatge and Assistant Corpo- 
ration Counsel Dupuy represented the prose- 
cution while Edward Morris appeared for all 
the alleged gamblers. 

Detectives C. C. Johnson, Welbasky, Ross, 
Stible, and others told all about the raid 
upon the alleged gambling-house and what 
was found in it. 

By way of defense “ Bud’ White and his 
clerks went on the stand and declared they 
did only a commission business and tele- 
graphed all money received to Milwaukee. 
It was the contention ef the defense that no 
law of Illinois had been violated. The bets 
accepted on fcreign races and other events 
were not made in Chicago. 

It was shown that White had tickers and 
telegraph instruments in hisplace’‘but it was 
argued that the betting was done in Milwau- 
kee. The method was for a man to enter 
White’s room and there learn. from the tick- 
ers what was going on in the sporting world. 
Then, if the visitor to the pool-room desired 
to make a wager, he simply deposited the 
amount he wanted to bet and it was tele- 
graphed to Milwaukee. 


Testimony of White. 


Fred, alias ‘‘ Bud ”’ White, in his evidence 
asserted that he had a direct private leased 
wire between Chicago and Milwaukee. White 
said he had made a contract for the service 
with the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany. 

Chief Operator Halligan was called to the 
witness stand in rebuttal, and denied the 
statement of White. He said that White.had 
a wire running from his place of business in 
Dearborn street to the main office of the 
Western Uniom Telegraph company, but it 
was net a direct wire to any place outside of 
Chicago. All messages sent out by White 
were received in the snain office and re- 
transmitted. The same was true of all mes- 
sages received. 

Mr. Halligan was plied with questions, on 
cross-examination, which tended to reveal 
matters of business in connection with the 
transmission of certain classes of quotations. 
He declined to answer on the ground that it 
was the policy of his company to throw 
about all persons availing themselves of the 
service of the company a safeguard of 
secrecy. 

The court ruled that the witness need 
not answer questions not pertinent to the 
issue at bar. 

Corporation Counsel Dupuy suggested to 
the court that it was evident that White had 
committed perjury, and that cognizance 
should be taken of the fact. 

Benefit of a Doubt. 

Judge Tuley remarked that White might 
have been under the impression that he had 
a direct wire to Milwaukee, and the court 
was willing to grant that White did not 
know the difference between a special wire 
and one that only ran a few blocks, and 
would therefore not pay any attention tothe 
suggestion of perjury. 

A considerable part of the afternoon was 
devoted to arguments of counsel. 

The prosecution insisted that a violation 
of the law had been shown, while the de- 
fense arguéa that no violation of the laws 
of Illinois had been shown, and that no one 
could be punished for sending money to 
Milwaukee, by telegraph or otherwise, to 
be bet on horse races or used in any other 


way. 

Today the case of J. E. Woods and A. L. 
Dunn, keepers of the pool-room at No. I70 
Madison street, will be heard. The clerks 
in this case, who are co-defendants, are:

Farley, proprietor of the agency, for dam- 
ages claimed on account of alleged acts of 
personal violence perpetrated in Lewiston in 
1895, and which are said to have been insti- 
gated by the Mayor.

Dugan and his friends testified no shots 
were fired during the quarrel. 

Taylor ran to the office of Dr. Tagert on 
West Lake street, who dressed the wound, 
but was unable to find the bullet. 

‘“]T would like to introduce some more 
testimony, your Honor, which wili show to 
the satisfaction of every one that Taylor 
‘was shot and still has the bullet in his 
head,” said Assistant City Prosecuting At- 
torney J. E. Ingram. 

Justice Kehoe granted the request, and 
W. Cc. Fuchs produced a photograph of 
Taylor's head taken a few days after the 
alleged shooting, with a round black spot 
marking the place where the buliet now 
lies. 

Jusetice Kehoe allowed the introduction 
of the photograph as evidence, The attor- 
ney representing Dugan was 80 taken by

BIG TURKEY HUNT IN THE “LEYEE.” 


Negroes Finally Captare the Unlucky 
Fowl After a Chase and Siege 
of Two Hours. 


The “levee” district was in a state of 
great commotion yesterday afternoon over 
a lar ze turkey which escaped from a freight 
car at Sixteenth and Clark streets.

BRAINS HIS OWN SISTER. 


JOHN RYAN USES A BLUDGEON WITH 
HORRIBLE EFFECT. 


ee ee 


Another Brother Returns Just After 
the Bloody Deed and Is Led to the 
Scene of the Tragedy by Its Princi- 
pal—Fire Department Responds to 
an Alarm in Time ‘to Prevent a 
Blase—Arrest Follews a Desperate 
Struggle. 


After contending incessantly with his 
neighbors, and having been put under bonds 
to keep the peace, John Ryan, a cabbage 
peddier, fancied his business was ruined, 
and in a moment of anger yesterday took the 
life of his sister, Catherine Ryan, at their 
home, No. 45 Lowell place, by crushing her 
skull with a baseball bat. : 

Ryan and his sister were alone at the time, 
so there was no witness’ to the deed, al- 
though the Mautauski family, on the floor 
below, heard an unusual noise and spread 
aiarm among the neighbors. 

The man upset the kitchen stove after 
committing the murder, in the hope, it is 
supposed, of wiping out the evidence of his 
crime by burning the building. The prompt 
interference of neighbors and the arrival of 
firemen resulted in the extinguishment of 
the flames before they had spread. 

Sergt. Hartnett of the Maxwell Street Sta- 
tion, who by chance was passing near the 
Gwelling, saw Ryan leaving, and put him un- 
der arrest at Taylor street and Ashland 
avenue, after a hard struggle. 3 

Brandishes a Bloody Club. 

He carried a bloody club and attempied to 
use it on the officer. He was locKed up at 
the Maxwell Street Station where he made 
no concealment of his guilt. It is thought 
he may be crazy. 

“ My business was ruined,” was his answer 
to questions, ‘‘and after being arresté¢d for 
striking a woman I did not dare go back to 
my old customers for their patronage.”’ 

Just before dark Mrs. Annie Mautauski, 
who occupies 4 floor in the house where the 
Ryans lived, heard angry words and divined 
Ryan was doing mischief. She heard fur- 
niture upset and heavy tramping back and 
forth, and, although there no outcry, 
she jumped to the conclusion that he was 
beating his sister. She-ran next door and 
oo. several neighbors to go after a police- 

When she got back to her house her chil- 
dren said the noise had grown louder, and 
that Miss Ryan had screamed once. It had 
subsided by that time. In another moment 
Ryan came heavily down the steps, and, 
fearing he would attack her, the woman 
locked her door. 

As Ryan reached the front door he was met 
by his brother, Patrick, who is an insurance 
collector, and had been living at the flat with 
his brother and sister. The blood-stained 
club and the livid face of John Ryan told the 
brother there had been a tragedy. 

“ What have you done?” he asked. 

“Come and see,” said the man with de- 
liberate calm. . 


Tragedy Is Revealed. 


The pair returned up-stairs and a glance 
answered the questioner. His sister lay 
across the threshold of the kitchen door. 
Her injuries rendered her unrecognizable. 
Neither man stepped into the room, so 
Patrick Ryan did not detect the coals upon 
the floor, which were beginning to ignite 
the floorandcasement. He retreated hastily 
down-stairs. 

Both men passed into the street. John 
Ryan hailed John McCormick, a driver, and 
told him he had killed his sister. Another 
driver heard the confession, and both sought 
the police. Sergt. Hartnett appeared and 
ordered the Ryan brothers to surrender. 

John Ryan, dropping his bloody club, put 
his hand to his hip pocket. His brother 
eaught his hand, and the next moment Hart- 
nett was struggling with him. It took both 
men to overpower Ryan, but it was found he 
did not have a revolver. 

Neighbors meanwhile discovered smoke 
coming out of the second flat, and an alarm 
was sent in. Firemen were on the scene 
promptly, and the blaze was quickly put out. 

The woman’s body was taken to the Cook 
County Morgue. Ryan was locked up at the 
Maxwell Street Station. He would not talk 
about his deed except to admit it. 

The Ryan brothers and their sister had 
dwelt together for several years. John is 
45 years old and his sister was 335 years. 
They quarreled a good deal, it is said, asa 
result of a feud between John and the down- 
stairs family. Two months ago John was 
arrested and put under peace bonds. From 
that day, it is said, he has neglected his busi- 
ness. 


DEATH REMOVES AN OLD CITIZEN. 


Michael F. Donoghue, Recently a Part- 
ner in M. MeGinnis & Co., Suc- 
cumbs to Apoplexy. 


Michael F. Donoghue, an old resident of 
Chicago, died yesterday morning at his res- 
jAdence, No. 398 West Adams street, from the 
effects of a stroke of apoplexy sustained 
four weeks ago. Mr. Donoghue was 58 years 
of age and had lived in this city since 1861. 
He was born in Cork, Ireland. For a num- 
ber of years he was connected with the firm 
of Moody & Waters, but during the later 
years of his life was a partner in the oyster 
firm of M. McGinnis & Co., at No. 124 West 
Randolph street. In his business life Mr. 
Donoghue amassed a fortune of over $850,- 
000. He was a member of the Columbus club. 
Funeral services will be held at St. Pat- 
rick’s Church tomorrow.

HARVARD-YALE NEGOTIATIONS ARE 
PRACTICALLY OFF, 


Question of Rowing Dates Causes AH 
of the Trouble and the Blue and 
Crimson Are Now as Far Apart as 
Ever—Each College Hangs Out for 
Something Which the Other Will 
Not Concede—They May Meet in 
1898. ! : 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 22.—[Special.}—The 
Harvard-Yale reconciliation kaleidoscope 
has changed again, and it now looks as if 
there is a chance, and a.good one, that the 
great colleges will not come together till the 
year after next. 

It did not take long for the Harvard Ath- 
letic committee to see that Yale would not 
back down on the point of rowing Coach 
Courtney’s crew, so Harvard conceded a 
point and agreed to row two races—a fair 
proposition—and Yale, not to be outdone, 
offered to row at Poughkeepsie. Thus all 
would seem to be settled. But the rub came 
on fixing the day of the race. Three weeks 
at least, according to Mr. Lehmann, would 
be required between the two contests. 

Before there was any chance for arranging 
Yale decided that she could race Harvard 
only after June 27. The reason was that the 
crew could not leave college till June 12, and 
fifteen days was just enough to get into’con- 
dmion. The Harvard crew can leave Cam- 
bridge on June 1, and allowing three weeks 
for practicing for the Cornell race and three 
weeks more after that would bring the Har- 
ee contest into the second week in 

uly. '

for the crew to be kept together for so long 
a period, and consequently Harvard could 
not accept Yale’s proposition. Cornell also 
expects to race Harvard late in June, which 
further complicated matters.

PLACE LONG MORTGAGE FOR $476,000. 


Trustees of the Northwestern Univer- 
sity Secure a Loan on Their Part of 
Old Grand Pacific Hotel Site. 


The trustees of Northwestern University, 
which owns the west half of the former 
Grand Pacific Hotel property, have given 
a mortgage on it to the Equitable Life As- 
surance Society of the United States for 
$475,000, to run at the longest period twenty 
years, with interest at 4% per cent: The 
land is 186% feet in La Salle street, by 178 
feet in Jackson. 

The money is borrowed to meet the ex- 
pense of constructing the new bank building 
now being built on the property by the uni- 
versity trustees, and which, when finished, 
is to be occupied by the Illinois Trust and 
Savings Bank, under a forty-year lease. 

There are several conditions attaching to 
the mortgage, which was placed on record 
yesterday. The university has the privilege 
of paying the principal at the end of two 
years from date, after giving ninety days’ 
notice of its intention in writing. In the 
event of the university availing itself of 
this privilege the interest on the loan is to 
be 6 per cent. The university also has the 
privilege of paying at five years from date, 
or’'on any subsequent interest payment day, 
$10,000 or any multiple of this sum, after 
giving sixty days’ roticein writing, and pay- 
ing G6 per cent interest instead of the 4 per 
cent named, for the full term. 

The mortgage, which is dated Dec. 
was authorized at a meeting of the Execu- 
tive committee on Dec. 2. It is signed for 
the university by Orrington Lunt, as Pres- 
ident of the Board of Trustees, and by 
Frank P. Reardon as Secretary.

CLOVER-L@AF BoYcoTT sur max 
BE SETTLED OUT OF COURT. 


Hearing: on the Motion to ‘Make. the 


Injunction Permanent Is Deterred 
Till Jan. 8—Test of the Legality df 
the Eastern Joint Traffic Agree- | 
ment Something the Trust's.Man- | 
agers Seem Not Anxious to Have 
Made at Bar. ' 


The expectation that the famous boycott 
suit of the Toledo, St. Louis and Kansas 
City railroad (Clover Leaf) would develop 


into a “ celebrated oase,”’ is not likely: to be 


realized. 

‘A temporary restraining order enjoining 
the Clover Leaf'’s connections from refusing 
to interchange traffic with that road was 
obtained by the Clover Leaf in the United 
States Circuit Court some time ago, and a 
hearing was to have been had this week on 
the motion to make the injunction perms- 
nent, but it has been deferred until Jan. 8. 
It is now given out that it has been decided 
to settle the case out of court and nothing 
more will be heard of it. 

The roads which instituted the boycott 
against the Clover Leaf are all members of 
the Eastern joint traffic trust, and the 
Clover Leaf has thus far refused to join it. 
The latter had been charged with having 
smashed the rates established by the trust 
lines, and, refusing to submit to the dictation 
of the Board of Managers, a boycott against 
the road was declared. The receiver of the 
road brought suit against the boycotting 
lines and they were ordered to interchange 
freight with the Clover Leaf on the same 
terms as with other roads. Thisorder of the 
court was promptly obeyed by the Clover 
Leaf’s immediate connections 

It was the intention to thoroughly test, at 
the hearing of the motion for a permanent 
injuncion, the legality of the joint traffic. 
agreement. This is a question which the 
Board of Managers of the joint traffic trust 
are not anxious to have aired in court, and 
for the last two. or three weeks they have 
been deliberating on what they are going to 
do about it. The conclusion, it is said, has 
been reached that it would be rather risky 
to have the legality of the agreement teated 
in the court, and negotiations are now going 
on with a view of bringing about an adjust- 
ment of the matter between the joint traffic 
trust and the managers of the Clover Leaf. 


To Meet Chicago Competition. 

Efforts are being made by.the Canadian 
Pacific to have the Board of Managers of the 
joint traffic trust interfere in its fight with: 
the Chicago-St. Paul lines on passenger 
business from Northwest points’ to points 
in Eastern Canada. The Canadian Pacifi 
grievance is the alleged payment by the. St. 
Paul roads of excessive commissions. It 
wants the permission of the Joint Traffic 
Association to meet the competition of the 
Chicago-St. Paul lines. The latter do not 
deny that they are paying more than regt- 
lar commissions on the business in question. 
They are doing so by authority of the Chair- 
man of the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion. The action; they claim, was forced 
agon them by. the Canadian Pacific’s Boo 

ne. 


Sale of Road May He Set Aside. 

Albany, N. Y., Dec. 22.—The Court of Ap- 
peals has again decided against the New 
York Central railroad and the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust company in the cage of the stock- 
holders of the New York and Northern rail- 
road, who protested against the sale of that 
road by the Central under foreclosure pro- 
ceedings, which they say forced the disposal 
of the road to the Central people at a figure 
much below its fair value. The court re- 
fused to reopen the case and the trust com- 
pany and Central road will have to show 
cause why the sale should not be set aside.

The little Henry boy had three 
or four terrible spasms today. He could not 
keep his/hards and feet still. His speech was 
thick and indistinct, and partial paralysis 
of the muscles set in this morning. At sight 
of a basin of water he went into violent con- 
vulsions; His father and another man held 
him. Fer several minutes after the convul- 
sion he appeared to be suffocating. 

All the other children are in good condition, 
although their relatives are alarmed at the 
unforturate turn in Henry’s condition. The 
mad dog scare continues throughout thecity 
and neighboring counties.

MARKET HINTS FOR THE HOUSEWIVES 


Advent of Christmas Finds the Market 
Stocked with Berries, Grapes, Nuts, 
and Seasonable Commodities. 


Strawberries have appeared in the market. 
It is umusually early. They are coming 
from California, and, while a trifle green in 
some instances, they are sweet and fragrant. 
South Water street dealers ask from 30 to 
35 cents a pint, but grocers cannot handle 
them and stand shrinkage at less than 50 
cents a pint. 

The finest cranberries from Cape Cod retail 
at 10 cénts a quart. Fair New Jersey and 
Wisconsin berries can be sold from six to 
eight cants a quart. The choice variety, 
known as the Bugle, from Wisconsin, costs 
nine cents a quart, 

Eight-pound boxes of choice Catawba 
grapes retail at 30 and 35 cents, and choice 
Emperors, from California, at 50 cents a 
box. 

Choice Texas pecans sell from 12 to 15 
cents a pound; hazel nuts at five cents a 
pound; hickory nuts at $2 a bushel: chestnuts 
at 10 cents a pound; butternuts at 75 cents 
a bushel; walnuts at 60 and 75 cents a bushel! 
of fifty pounds. 

Not within the memory of the oldest mer- 
chants in South Water street has the supply 
of holiday evergreens been so large as at 
present. Small trees can be purchased at 10 
cents and large ones, big enough for a fam- 
ily of twelve, at 25cents. Choice green holly 
wreaths cost only five cents. Palm leaves 
sell at from 25 to 40 centsa dozen. Bushesof 
mistletoe can be had for 15 cents.

Dr. Trusdell was born in Orange County, 
N. Y., in 1826, and was educated at the 
Montgomery Academy. In his youth he fol- 
lowed a variety of occupations, and man- 
aged to make a success of every one of them. 
He first learned the trade of a watchmaker, 
then he was a hotel clerk in Buffalo, where 
he married Miss Sarah Jane Raymond, be- 
fore he was 21 and before she was 16. Then 
for several years he was a traveling sales- 
man for a New York house. 


Joins the Methodists. 


Dr. Trusdell them removed to Chester, 
O., and engaged in mercantile business. 
While living there Mrs. Trusdell was con- 
verted at a Methodist revival, and her hus- 
band followed her into the Wesleyan 
Church, though he had previously been a 
Presbyterian. 

Soon after this Dr. Trusdell moved to 
Iowa City, Ia., and opened a dry goods 
store. He was elected to the Legislature 
on the Prohibition ticket, and firally was 
admitted to the Upper Iowa Methodist Con- 
ference as a preacher. 

He was settled at Marshalltown and then 
became the chaplain of the Second Iowa 
Cavalry. Returning from the war, he 
preached at Davenport and Clinton, and 
then became Presiding Elder of the Iowa 
City District. He then removed to Chi- 
cago and became the pastor, first, of the 
Wesleyan Church and then of the Oakland 
-Church, and in February, 1872, became the 
General Superintendent of the Relief and 
Aid Society, a position which he has held 
ever since.» This, however, did not prevent 
him from being Presiding Elder of the Chi- 
cago District for six years. He was one of 
the originators of the Lake Bluff enterprise.

WKINLEY OFF FOR HOME. 


PRESIDENT-ELECT AND HIS WIFE 
END THEIR VISIT IN CHICAGO, 


Inaugural Gown Goes in Their Bag- 
gage—Last Day in ‘the City Made 
Memorable by the Handshaking In- 
sistence of a Throng Which Re- 
sieges the Party Down-Town—Po- 
lice Rescue the Carriage from the 
Patriotic Crowd. 


President-elect William McKinley has gone 
home. 

At 9:40 o’clock last night three policemen 
in citizens’ clothes tramped noisily down the 
front steps of Capt. Lafayette McWilliams’ 
residence, No. 3961 Lake avenue, and walked 
off in the direction of the Stanton Avenue 
Police Station. For nearly a week they had 
been living in the same house with the 
President-elect of the United States. After 
9:40 o’clock they went back to thief catching. 

Mr. McKinley, with his wife, Capt. Heis- 
tand; and Capt. and Mrs. McWilliams started 
for the Canal Street Station just before the 
policemen left. Ahead of them went a bag- 
gage wagon loaded with six trunks, every 
one of them heavier than when the McKinley 
party brought them to Chicago. 

From the President-elect down to Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley’s maid, every one of the party had 
some new clothes. In one trunk were the 
gowns which Mrs. McKinley will wear at 
the inauguration, and in another was a new 
tailor-made suit for Mr. McKinley. Neither 
Mr. nor Mrs. McKinley, during their visit 
in Chicago, has been inside of a Chicago 
shop, and yet since the arrival of the party 
in the city enough parcels have been received 
at the McWilliams residence from the down- 
town establishments to fill a large express 
wagon. 

Shakes Hands with Hundreds. 

The most exciting part of Mr. McKinley’s 
last day in Chicago was when a crowd of 
4,000 persons surrounded his carriage in 
front of the wholesale house of Marshall 
Field & Co. at 3 o’clock Yesterday afternoon 
and refused to let the carriage move on till 
the President-elect had shaken hands with 
several hundred of them. He was finally 
rescued by the police. 

Shortly after dinner Maj. and Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley and Capt. and Mrs. McWilliams 
drove down-town for a sight of the Christ- 
mas shoppers from the carriage windows. 
In front of the wholesale store of Marshall 
Field & Co. the carriage was stopped while 
Capt. McWilliams stepped inside to see one 
of the managers. 

He hardly had disappeared when three or 
four persons recognized Mr. McKinley and 
began to cheer. The clerks and merchants 
in the wholesale stores across the street 
heard the cheering and ran out and sur- 
rounded the carriage, and in five minutes the 
crowd had increased to 3,000 people. When 
Capt. McWilliams came out he was unable 
to get near the vehicle. 

Cheers Draw a Crowd. 

The doors of the carriage were partly 
opened and through these the nearest of the 
throng thrust their hands and insisted on 
having them shaken, The crowd képt upan 
incessant cheering, and every shout added 
to the number of people. 

Finally two policemen madea way through 
the crowd. They led the horses by the 
bridles, and by shaking their clubs and 
shouting, ‘‘ Get back and let the President 
through,”’ the carriage was extricated from 
the tangle. 

During the day the people who were in the 
McWilliams residence heard the next Presi- 
dent of the United States and the present 
Mayor of Chicago shouting to each other 
over a telephone. 

Mayor Swift had rung up to pay his re- 
spects to Mr. McKinley and say that illness 
alone had prevented his making a call. He 
was assured by Mr. McKinley that he would 
have been “ Glad to see him,” and advised 
sett risk his health by coming out to Oak- 
and. 

Mr. McKinley and Capt. McWilliams spent 
nearly two hours in the morning driving 
through Jackson Park in an open buggy. 
Ex-Congressman Edward W. Keightly was 
one of the callers during the day. 


LITTLE DOG RIDES RUNAWAY HORSE. 


Mounted on the Back of the Fright- 
ened Animal, He Howls and 
Barks in Great Glee. 


A little dog on the back of a runaway horse 
attached to a covered express wagon be- 
longing to R. Spencer, grocer, furnished 
amusement and excitement to people along 
West Chicago avenue yesterday morning. 

At Ashland avenue the driver left the 
vehicle in front of a store while he went in- 
side. A passing electric car frightened the 
horse and it started at a breakneck speed 
east on Chicago avenue. 

At thé first bound the dog sprang from the 
seat to the horse’s back and seemed to en- 
joy its fast ride, as it barked and howled at 
every jump made by the horse. The fright- 
ened animal ran from one side of the street 
to the other and several times narrowly 
escaped colliding with wagons and street 
cars.
